The 
need for such a revision has l>een 
recognised from the time when In 
1592 Pope Clement VIII. pnblUhed 
the present antbeatic edition, and In 
tble age ot critical examination of 
all texts, it has been frequently 
Bade a subject of reproach to the 
Oathollo church that notliint; lias 
been done for the official Lai in 
text. In the spring of 19(17 tliero- 
fore the Holy Father charged the 
Benedictine Order with the taak of 
maklns preparationg for a full and 
adoqvate examlnatton of the <Lat!n 
teart, «Bd as a first step to endeavor 
by a critical study of the existing 
Latin MSB. to obtain as nearly as 
possible the version of St. Jerome. 
The Importance of this first step is 
obvious. At the preaent day all 
scholars are agreed aa to tba com- 
petonee ol fit. Jerome for the work 
glTMi hte by ft l)uiasus. He had 
access to Orook and other manu- 
scripts even then considered ancient, 
which are no longer known to exist;

from the first H was obvious that 
the work would be both long and 
costly. The iloly Father desired 
that the best methods should be 
employed regardless o( expense. He 
made himself from the firat respon- 
sIbU for all neceaaary expenses, ^ut 
he trusted that tbe Catholic world 
would aooB recognise the Impor- 
tance of this project for religion, 
and would support It by their con- 
tributions.

A large quantity of tbe coins known 
as "St. Patrick's pennies," which 
were issued In Ireland under the 
ronfederatlM ot Kllkaaay, ware 
brought oTer to Now Jersey by one 
Mark Newby, and becoming current 
coin in that Commonwealth were 
legalised In 1682. The act read^ 
that "for the more convenlmt pay- 
ment of small sums, Mark Newby's 
ropperf*. called 'Pa' rick's liaif-pence,' 
sl all pass as half-pence current ooln," 
Thus a coin aasoeiated with the as- 
t Iratloa to aalf-fOTommeat in Ire- 
land arar two haadia^ ysara aao, aad 
r reeerlbad by tho . Ih^ilsb OoTsm- 
ment, became lekel tender in what 
was then an English eoloay. These

tealed with liU harp, surmounted by 
a royal irown, and the Inscription. 
"Fl'Teat Itcx, " and on the reverse a 
rt presentation of St. Patrick, with 
the taawlptloB. '^Isaeat Maba."

Last Sunday afternoon Charles 
Dobba, anthor ot th» aeandalous 
article that a p ps a iad la tbe Courier- 
Journal some ]rears ago about the 
sacred relics that repose In St. 
Martin's church and Socialist candi- 
date who receives but few votes, 
created a rather unlooked-for and 
deplorable acene at the Labor Sun- 
day meeting hold la Oantral Park. 
By SOON aaaeso B BtaMa means 
Oobbs had beoB selaetad to spoak 
for organized labor, but Instead he 
made a violent attack upon the 
Church and Christian religion, un- 
wittingly showing the real attitude 
of the Socialists. His statements re- 
flecting on the ministers and the 
Bible were warmly disputed by the 
Rev. Or. JuUaa B. Slblay, paater of 
the Staart Robinson Msmorial Praa- 
byterlan church, who. declared thai 
"the world's problems, whether 
those of labor or not, never will be 
solved by crowding C!od and Chrlr.i 
out and yielding to a gross material- 
ism." 'I'lu' daily press furnish th" 
following from Uobbs' address, and 
lhay are pronounced tba words he 
ttttarod:' 

"In the first plaaa It most be 
admitted that thera is aaparattOB 

between the laboring masses and the 
church. The laboring class has al- 
ways had a resentment for eccle- 
siastical authority, which takes a 
text from here and there in the 
Bible to make the oppressed con- 
tented and to keep them in anbjac- 
tion. We are tired of bearlBg that 
old text, 'Serrants Ba Snbjact to 
7our Masters.' Wa want no maa- 
ters, I belioTe that tho people are 
Retting away from the churches be- 
cause they hate the idea of having 
any priest or preacher stand between 
them and their Qod. We need no 
such mediation; man can have di- 
rect access to Ood. They also deny 
to any prieat or preacher tbe right 
to utter anathemas against them pr 
to upbraid them in any way if they 
are not faithful to their masters. 
Probably the reason back of all this 
Is that modern, scientific criticism 
has completely demolished the old 
doctrine of the verbal inspiration of 
tbe Bible. The poopla ao lontsr are 
Interested In yonr talk abont the 
spiritual life or your vague meta- 
physical speculations; they care 
nothing for the doctrine of the Trin- 
ity or transubstantiation. hut if tli> 
gospel of Jesus Christ means the 
brotherhood of man then they ari' 
mightily Interested in It. Otherwise 
not. If Christianity Is really Inter- 
ssted In the brotherhood of man It 
bad better begin to ahow It If the 
churches can not see that tba bable 
principles of the labor movement 
are those i>f .lesus of Natareth they 
are way bidiuul the times and ari' 
but imiMililiti); over ilie drv bones 
of theology. The world lung ago has 
tired of this. We care not tor what 
vou preach and what you sing, but 
for what you do and what you live. ' 

Rev. Dr. Sibley, when Introduced, 
declared he came to the meeting not 
Intending to enter into SB argument 
but to preach lo Christian people. 
"But I want to say," he said, "for 
the benefit of the gentleman who 
baa lust preceded me that not on 
scientific or any other groaads has 
tho verbal lasplratloa ot the Bible 
beoB dOBoUabed. He too easily 
sweeps aside the very foundations 
of the church of God. We Christians 
believe that the Bible Is the word 
of C.od and Inspired from cover to 
cover. If I did not believe it I 
would not be preaching the gospel 
here today. I resent the Inslnuatloua 
and the slurs directed against wbat 
( and every other Christian minister 
represent, the greatest labor organ'- 
lation In the world, the church of 
the Lord Jesus Cr.r'Ht. This churcn 
does not promise men ease and lux* 
ury and llceuge, but rather It ele- 
vates and ennobles them, because 
It makes thum oolaborsrs with Al- 
mighty Ood. tba Kaatar Ubarar of 
the nalvarso. It strikes ma that 
many who arc crying their panaceas 
for all the evils ot the day are too 
much concerned with making a 
living rather than with right livini?. 
If hH men but lived right there 
would be little difficulty in those 
who wished to make a living. Men 
of this claas are eeooUac to forget 
tbe teachings of Him who said that 
our llvss do not consist of the things 
we possess, but In righteousness. I 
daay that It is the t hurch's busliies.i 
to tollow I'very philosophy of the 
hour, for the affair of tbe church 
above ull things Is to train men to 
live for Ood and eternity. It Is 
summed up by Its Divine Founder, 
Seek ye firat the klagdom of Ood, 
and bis rtghtsoaaassa. an« aU thlacs 
else shall aa iraaiaaaly added aato 
you." " 

Tbe folktwlng day this fellow 
Dobbs made a lame denial of hii 
utterancHH, bdt tboSe who heard him 
Insist that he was correctly re- 
ported. Any who read his article 
on St. Mgrtla's cbarcb know tbe 
real value ta ba plaaad on tho ala- 



eertty of his professions ot 
for religion. Dobbs also showed bis 
disrespect for the time and place by 
moving abont smoking cigarettes, 

for which he was called down by an- 
other minister, Rpv, F. Stlerle, 
of the Oerman Methodist church, 
who upbraided him for hia condtict 
among the throng of worshipers 
sfhll* a hyma was balag sittc aad 
Or. fliblay waa speaking. After the 
meeting ijT. Sibley had this to say 

"I feel that It was a great mla- 
lake for this man to be called upon 
(o speak. Ho had no place here, 
for he does not represent organized 
labor, anil not only from the teach- 
ings ot tbe propaganda which he 
rmreasata, bat area from his wards 
addressed bora to CbHstlaa people. 
It Is plain that he la not In sym- 
pathy with Christianity, It was a 
sorry thing to hear the Scriptures 
made light of, the science of Ood 
characterised as 'mumbling over 
dry bones' and the great truths of 
Christianity brushed aalde for 
■ophlatiy."

Therrailmuls t/he renownpd 
Graee O'Mslley (Orainne Nl Mhaille, 
whooo BBBM la BO oftoB Tlloly oor- 
mptod to Oraaaallo), aaeo aada hia- 
tory, and 1b obo of tbooa lalaa over 
which, IB realHy If aot la aaao, aba 
once ruled as Queen, all tbat waa 
mortal of her now reposes. 

But long before Orainne appeared 
on thp world's stagp and began hpr 
romantic if somewhat sformy carepr, 
there wprp thoee who made history 
on tlie margin of Clew Bay. One 
ttora waa la partleolar. Naar at 
bkad thoro towoTi abaro tbo bay a 
baro. aalttary. lofty aioaataia. It 
risaa MoAr froai tbo plain. It la lao- 
lftte<l an dis more or less conical in 
shape.

On its 
bare and Idlty snmailt did bo 
form his celebrated faet of forty days 
and forty nights. There did he en- 
gage In long and earnest prayer 
There did he stniirelp with the powers 
of darkness. Tlirro did the anRcl 
appear 'o hini There, ns Immemorial 
tradttlon has It. did he nsk and per- 
sits In asking until his prayer was 
granted, that tho faith of the race 
whom ba bad woa for Ohrlat ahonid 
nevar fan. 

Par agoa aftar PatrMt bad pa a aad 
from earth to haaTOB, there to make 
ceaseless iBtoreeialofl for the race of 
his predilection, tho crest of Croagh 
Patrick contlnned to be a place of 
pilgrimage. So indeed It remained 
almost to our own day. Fallen Inti 
('.heyance for some time, the annual 
pilgrimage was resumed fen year.s 
ago. Since then It has year by year 
grown in popularity and dimensions. 
This year's pilgrimage, which took 
plaeo Snaday. July S7, seeam to haro 
eellpaad all Ita predeeesaors. 

Tho summit of Croagh Patrlclt is 
now crowned by an oratory . which 
serves for fie rellglniis PTerclsps of 
the annual pllerlmacc In this tin.v 
oratory on the day of thp recent ptl- 
(trlmagp the Adorable Sacrifice wag 
Incessantly offered almost from dawn 
to midday. The celebrants of these 
masses came not only from all partu 
of Irelaad, hot from plaooa aa far 
apart a« Canada, Texas, OMo. Mas- 
sachusetts and Africa, The crowd of 
pilgrims that ascended the mountain 
(liirlnc the forenoon was enormous, 
hi the l.TPKiiaee In which Pa'rlck 
[.rcai bed Falbcr .^ugustlne, of the 
CaiiM'hinc. delivered a powerful ser- 
mon to tohse assembled. Later Dr. 
McCarthy, profeasor of aeeloalaatlcal 
Mstory in Maynootb Collego, d«UT- 
pred an oloqnoat aorlaoB la Kagllsh. 

Verily la Croa«h Patrick a holy 
mountain. It symbolizes some of the 
rarest and most cherished traditions 
of the Irish church The resumption 
In these our days of the great annal 
l.llgrlmagp to the site of Patrick's 
fasting and of his wrestling for the 
perpetuity of the faith of the Oael, 
rnd Its continued and over Increaalng 
sncceaa, bear eloquent testlaumy to 
the TttaHty and ferror of Irlah faith; 
and are a hapvy angary for Its 4ntnre. 
No small thing Ibis in an age when 
In so many lands religious Indlffen- 
enflsm Is so mafkedly on the Increase 
and the faith once delivered to the 
saints has grown so cold. May tne 
pilgrimage to Croagh Patrick and the 
faith of which it is so eloquent an ex-
